(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a).

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: "bore 13" or 


"bush 13" (page 2, line 33). Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claims 4-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: "engages" (line 
4) should be -engaging-. In claims 5 and 6, after "and" (line 6) -said cooling plate- 
should be inserted. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear if the at lease one nozzle is the same as or different from the nozzle 
in claim 1 which claim 6 depends from. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schmidt (770). 

Schmidt discloses an injection molding device comprising a mould body 16,10 
having a cavity 40, an elongated nozzle 14 seated in the cavity, a valve pin 52 coaxially 
in a channel of the nozzle and actuating means 60 connected to the valve pin for axially 
displacing the valve pin in the nozzle, the valve pin exiting the channel via a bore at the 
upper end of the nozzle and being guided by a bush 20 (projecting above the surface of 
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the mold body) in said bore, characterized in that cooling means 84 (located in cooling 
plate 12) are associated with the bush. 

Claims 3-5|objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The above claims define over the prior art since the prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest a refractive spacer member supporting the cooling plate on the mold body as 
set forth in the claim 3, the cylinder housing and cooling plate as set forth in claim 5 and 
the bush as defined in claim 4. 

Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 6 defines over the prior art since the prior art fails to disclose or suggest 
the cylinder housing and cooling plate as set forth in said claim.
